AMERICAN COMMITTEE OF IN- 
TERNATIONAL CHAMBER OF 
COMMERCE HAS NG,

NEW YORK, Jan. 6.—As a move 
to eliminate alleged inconsistency in 
representation of member nations 
on the board of directors of the 


International Chamber of Com- 
merce, the American committee of 
the chamber today recommended 


making the basis for representation 
rest solely on the relative commer- 
cial importance of the nations. 
The committee will urge the in- 
corporation of its recommendation 
into the constitution at thé meeting 
of the chamber in London, next 
summer. 

At present, it was pointed out, 
the five foundation countries, Bel- 
gium, France, Italy, Great Britain 
and the United States, are entitled 
to three directors each, and other 
countries, as they became members, 
are limited to a lesser number. The 
proposed change would give three 
directors each to the fifteen coun- 
tries first in com mercial importance; 
less commercially important nations 
would be grouped under the plan. 
One purpose of the meeting to- 
day was to advance from the Amer- 
ican viewpoint subjects which may 
discussed at the international 
chamber meeting. Restoration of 
the world’s commerce, it was de- 
cided, will be urged as the central 
theme for discussion, which would 
take in world finance. production, 
distribution, transportation and 
communication. 

The Americans also will propose 
that the international chamber dis- 
cuss immigration and émigration.

FLEE THE CITY. 


Chinatown Deserted * W ar 
or Peace Pends. 

Celestial Laundries Close; 
Guards at Door. 


Balle Cae of 
the Hostilities. 


White men may spin many the- 
orles of the cause of the impend- 
ing tong war that hangs by a thread 
over Chinatown, but the Chinaman 
alone knows why three Hop Sing 
fong men killed Wong Lun and Yee 
Fat and seriously injured Wing Sen 
Wong in August Alley last week. 

A tong man who knows, a high 
official of the Bing Kong tong, told 
yesterday why his three fraternal 
brothers were shot by Hop Sing 
men. A grievance of long standing, 
fanned into hatred three weeks ago 
at a fake lottery game, is the actual 
eause of the two murders of the 
tong men, and unless an amicable 
settlement is reached a war of the 
tongs is inevitable. The real story, 
as told by the tong man, is this: 

Three weeks ago a lottery game 
was in progress in Chinatown, with 
a fortune at stake. The game was 
conducted by a third tong, the Lew 
Quong Chong Chew, known as the 
Four Families, and in it a fake 
ticket was introduced. Quong Mun, 
a member of the Four Families, was 
the holder of the ticket, and the 
game was so framed that Quong’ 
Mun won the $25,000 prize, which 
was to have been paid by the Bing 
Kong tong. 

But the Bing Kong tong discov- 
ered that the drawing had been 
framed and, as their faith and in- 
tegrity had been violated, they de- 
manded an immediate settlement. 
Even then the war of the tongs was 
brewing, but the Chinese Chamber 
of Commerce intervened and the 
hatchet was buried when $4000 was 
paid into the Bing Kong treasury. 

The Four Families lost the $25.,- 
000 stake and also the $4000 which 
was the penalty for framing the lot- 
tery drawing. Naturally, their 
hatred for the Bing Kongs was re- 
kindled and they plotted to seek 
revenge. 

“All the trouble that has ever 
occurred in Chinatown hae been the 


work of one official of the Four 
Families.“ said the informant ves- 
terday. “The Four Families is 


closely associated with the Hop Sing 
tong. The two Chinese now under 
arrest as accomplices in the shoot- 
ing of the Bing Kong men belong to 
both, the Four Families and the 
Hop Sing tongs 

“This official, unable to pick out 
any particular Bing Kong men for 
spoiling his chances of getting the 
$25,000 on the fake lottery ticket, 
was then probably prompted to get 
the first three Bing Kong men whom 
his gunmen met. Lew Quong Gon, 
who is suspected of doing the actual 
shooting, is one of the man's agents.“ 

And now, as a result of the kill- 
ings, Chinatown is deserted. Like 
the calm that precedes the storm, 
it is waiting breathlessly for the 
report from the four mediators of 
the San Francisco peace associa- 
which has been riving: to 
settle the tong quarrel. A meeting 
of the mediators was held in San 
Francisco yestercay and their report 
is expected by the tong leaders 
here today. What will happen then 
none of tke tong men can tell. 

“We don't want trouble,” said the 
Bing Kong officials, but if the Hop 
Sings refuse to accept the terms of 
the report then we will defend our- 

Ives. We refuse to be shot in the 
back any longer.” 

Every door in Chinatown is locked 
and all windows are boarded up. 
Its streets are empty, for the men 
of the two tongs have been sent 
out of the city. The Bing Kong 
tong alone, which has a large or- 
ganization here, has spent $3000 in 
sending its members from the city. 
Only about ten members of the teng 
remain and these are entrenched in 
the Bing Kong clubroom on March- 
essault street, anxiously awaiting the 
verdict of the peace association. 

All the Chinese laundries in the 
city have been closed and their oc- 
cupante have fled, to remain away 
until the trouble blows over. Pri- 
vate detectives guard many of the 
laundries. 

One lone Chinaman has been en- 
deavoring to quiet the two tongs in 
this city. He is Wong Quorg, oa 
resident of Chinatown for twenty- 
five vears, who has been assisting 
the police in their investigations and 
Pleading with his countrymen to 
prevent further bloodshed. Wong 
can be seen during the day shuf- 
fli through the passageways of 
C town on his missions of peace.

Eugene Debs is in 
prison. Emma Goldman is in exile. The 
role of the Good Samaritan to traitors is 
played out. The Appeals to Reason are fall- 
ing on deaf ears.

No resort too desperate to save so perilous 
a situation. Until Debs is out of prison, 
and all the traitorous horde restored to 
their “rights,” shyster practitioners will 
smother, so far as possible, their natural 
inclinations to fiddle with Nero at the bon- 
fire of the world and assume an air of fa- 
military with the forces of good.

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RAILROAD COMMISSION. 
California possesses a railroad com- 
mission vested with extraordinary powers 
in fixing rates and ordering the service of 
all the public utility companies in the 
State. Few States have commissions au- 
thorized to perform so many and such varied 
functions and no State of the population 
of California pays so large a sum for a 
commission’s support. The State Railroad 
Commission of California expends about 
$350,000 of tax money every twelve months. 
The commissioners receive $10,000 4 year 
each, twice the salary of most of the elec- 
tive officials. 

While this commission comes high, the 
cost will not be considered excessive if the 
people are satisfied that they are receiving 
better service from the railroad, telephone, 
lighting and power companies than they 
would get if these utilities were not under 
State supervision. The commission fixes 
the rates that these companies are per- 
mitted to charge. It directs them where 
they shall and shall not extend their lines, 
often granting monopolies in certain terri- 
tory on the theory that duplication of exist- 
ing lines is wasteful. It bases their rates 
on actual cost of service plus a fair return 
on capital investment and fair allowances 
for depreciation and taxes. 

As the total annual collection of these 
companies runs into the hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars, it is apparent that a rail- 
road commission functioning at its maxi- 
mum efficiency can be made a profitable in- 
vestment for the people of the State at 
large, even at the price of $350,000 a year. 
But, for the commission to be worth its 
cost, it must be able to perform construc- 
tive work, to demonstrate that the utility 
service which the people are receiving ts 
better than it would be if competition 
alone were to regulate fares and service. 

Experience has proved that competition 
will right finally most of the wrongs per- 
petrated by private monopoly. If one rail- 
road company is charging fares sufficient to 
give it an enormous profit on its business 
other lines will build into the same territory. 
The same argument holds true in relation 
to other public utilities. Competition, in 
due course of time, will break the monopoly 
of any private corporation. But compett- 
tion is often expensive to the companies 
engaged in it, and they generally effect a 
compromise on à rate basis that makes the 
public pay back their losses. 

The chief argument in favor of a railroad 
commission is that it can give to the peo 
ple immediate relief from oppressive rates 
and defective service. To do this, the com 
mission must concern itself with construc- 
tive regulation. A commission controlled 
by a political machine and functioning in 
its interest, instead of in the interest of 
the public, is worse than no commission 
at all. In a number of States a movement 
has been started to secure the election of 
railroad commissioners in place of permit- 
ting them to be appointed by the Governor; 
for, in some States, the Governor has used 
that appointive power to strengthen his per- 
sonal political interests. 

California's railroad commissioners are 
appointed by the Governor and can be re- 
moved at his pleasure. During the last 
three or four years the personnel of the 
commission has been well above the aver- 
age of political appointments, and the com- 
mission has done much useful work. But 
there is no disguising the fact that the pub- 
lic is becoming restive because the com- 
mission has devoted itself chiefly to hear- 
ings followed by an increase in rates for the 
public service companies. Those increases 
in rates have come with rather annoying 
regularity to the public and a complaint 
bas been raised that the commission is 
doing too much for the companies and too 
little for the people whom the companies 
serve. 

There is an Illustration of this kind of 
regulation in the case of the campaign of 
the people of Los Angeles to secure a unio 
terminal that will remove deadly grade 
crossings and offer an inducement to other 
transcontinenta) lines to build into Southern 
The Southern Pacific 

y is opposed to this plan, for the 
manifest reason that it would break that 


‘company’s monopoly over terminal facili- 


ties, both in Los Angeles and at our free har- 
bor at San Pedro. For ten years public 
bodies and civic associations have been 
urging upon the commission the desirability 


ot a union terminal at the Plaza. The com 


| 


inissioners have listened to favorable re- 
ports on the plan from their engineers, but 
they have procrastinated, year after year, 
until the city is now ten years behind other 
cities of its population in railroad service. 
The death toll of the grade crossings con- 
tinues to be exacted, the railroads are per- 
mitted to increase fares and freight rate 


charges, but the cause of the people does 


not make any marked headway. 

Complaints of a similar nature come from 
other parts of the State. Stockton, Sacra- 
mento and Oakland have grade and ter- 
minal problems that remain unsolved. The 
politicians are satisfied, but the public is 
growing restive and a plan is incubating 
to have the raiifgad comm'ssioners elected 
in place of appointed. Many feel that they 
would be more responsive o the will of the 
people if they held their mandates from 
the electorate and were not called upon to 
serve two masters, the Governor who ap- 
points them and the people who pay them. 

There are equally favorable reasons, 
however, in favor of the present system of 
appointment. The campaigns for ratiroad 
commissioners under the California direct 
primary would be highly expensive, and the 
costs would come ultimately from the pub- 
lic pocket. They always do. Popularity 
rather than efficiency would dictate the 
choice, The question whether the commis- 
stoners shall be elected or appointed in the 
future is one that the commissioners them- 
selves can solve. If the members of the 
present commission will display a little 
more speed in constructive action; if they 
will become a bit more zealous in advanc- 
ing the public interest, {f they will arrive 
at decisions more quickly and force the 
public utility companfes to do something 
other than collect increased rates, then the 
people of the State will not concern them- 
selves seriously With any movement for a 
board of railway commissioners by 
the people. 


E VALERA SNUBBED. 

De Valera might have spared himself 
all the mystery that attended his exit from 
America and hig return to Ireland. The 
British government, which was supposed to 
be so fearfully worried about him, an- 
nouced two weeks ago that he could return 
to England if he so wished and that he 
would not be interfered with so long as he 
did nothing unlawful. This view of looking 
at De Valera as no longer dangerous did not 
become generally known in the United 


States, although it was freely announced 


across the water. The self-styled Presi 
dent of the non-existent Republic of Ireland 
took the opportunity to get some free ad- 
voktising. The British government might 
contemptuously view him as not worth 
worrying about, but he would show the 
Cabinet that he had not lost his cunning. 
Yes, indeed. So the country has been 
treated to the deliciously funny yarn about 
De Valera “evading” the “great” detectives 
of Scotland Yard and “slipping through the 
cordon” of the British navy. Truth to tell, 
the London officers long ago ceased to worry 
about the wandering Irishman and Beatty's 
bulldogs don’t consider him worth a single 
bark. He came here as a collector of cash. 
He got some money, but he found that the 
majority of the pro-Sinn Feiners in the 
United States are more ready to open their 
mouths than their purses. When De Valera 
heard that the British government had 
stated that he would be allowed to land ‘in 
any port in England and that neither his 
baggage nor his papers would be inspected, 
he must have felt decidedly small. Of 
course if he indulges in overt acts against 
the established authority, is Hable to be 
arrested. He may try to ‘the govern- 
ment’s hand in revenge for being snubbed.

Margot Asquith, wife of the Brit- 
ish ex-Prime Minfbter—whose book 
of memoirs has been thé literary 
sensation of the year, chiéfiy for its 
réckless frankness, ite amazing im- 
pertinence to both dead and living 


distinguished persons, its supreme 


undisguised vanity, and its incredible 
confessions—has always been a re- 
markable figure in England. She 
has never failed to keep in the 
limelight, while declaring that she 
loathed publicity and that the press 
“stinks in her nostrils.” As Margot 
Tenant, before her marriage, she 
was a member of the famous Society 
of Souls, which énjoyed the ridicule 
of ite day. She has always done 
pretty well what she pleased and 
the public be hanged, even to giving 
a fashion show at 10 Downing street 
(the equivalent of the White House) 
in the early dread days of the war. 

According to her autobiography, at 
least a score of great men pro 
marriage to her. Which should be 
comforting to the unbeautiful mem- 
bers of her sex, for even Margot her- 
self has never claimed to be a 
beauty. She has a harsh, clean-cut 
face, a nose much too large and has 
publicly berated the press for delib- 
erately accentuating her proboscis 
in their published pictures of her. 
She has a quick, acidulated mind and 
waxes positively hysterical in her in- 
tolerance of ignorance and folly. But 
she has brilliant eyes, amazing eyes, 
blazing, but always seemingly in- 
dignant about something. She is a 
rapid talker on a wide variety of 
topics and loves to speak the cold 
unvarnished truth. Tact is a word 
she obviously despises. 

Her servants found her a demon 
of punctuality and absolutely ada- 
mant in “what she said she had 
said.” They never loved her but 
they certainly feared her. For all the 
romances in which she has figured 
(according to her own evidence) 
ft is difficult to imagine her in soft 
mood or inspiring sentimental devo- 
tion. She is sensitive to ridicule, yet 
her book has brought a storm about 
her head which she can never live 
down. Yet she is -admittedly one 
of the cleverest women of her day, 
masterful, menacing, impetuous, 
domineering. 

For all her weakness for fashion 
shows, she is the most unsuitably 
dressed woman I ever saw. It Was 
my fortune to see her on many 
public occasions—at political garden 
parties where she dressed like a deer- 
stalker; at the opening of Burlington 
House annual art exhibit, where she 
dressed like a misguided actress: at 
the opera, where she appeared rather 
like a nun; at the races where she 
shivered on a cold day; and shopping 
in Bond street, where she was 
weighed down with clothing. And 
now, according to her most recent 

rtraits, she is dressing like a 

pper of 16. 

She is restless, tireless, walks 
while she talks, fidgetse when she 
sits and seems utterly devoid of re- 
pose. Her voice is rather harsh and 
snippy, she jerks out her sentences 
like challenges, and jerks back her 
head with a “Well, and what are 
you going to do about it?” air. 

But all the same she did know 
everybody worth knowing, went 
everywhere, did everything, and kept 
herself amazingly well posted on 
every interest of her day. And while 
book bristles with impertinent in- 
discretions, no one has yet proven 
her a liar. She criticises everybody 
and everything with caustic frank- 
ness, wherefore she cannot complain 
if I am treating her the same in this 
story. 

She says she wrote her book be- 
cause she needed, the money. Her 
initial fee from orth’s, LAd., 
was $65,000 and the indications are 
that her royalties will reach that 
much again. The book sells at $6, 
and even Japan is said to have or- 
dered 5000 copies. Milton got $25 for 
“Paradise Lost” and Goldsmith got 
$65 for “The Vicar of Wakefield,” so 
it just shows that reckless indiscre- 
tion pays, and impertinence is more 
marketable than profundity.

has been nation-wide, but that it is 
rapidly clearing here as elsewhere. 
though in some cities faster than in 
| Others, and in many cases smaller 
| independent telephone companies 
are receiving materiais more rapidly 
than some of the larger Bell organ- 
ization 

: Officials of the local company 
point out that when the two lines 
were united early in 1913, 15,000 
telephones became immediately 
availabie for new subscribers and 
in additiop the company ordered 
, twenty-six carloads of equipment 
from the Illinois Ti:nnel Company. 

EFFORTS TO PURCHASE. 

Had this material not been or- 
| dered, although no demand for it 
existed at the time, the shortage 
would have been more serious than 
it is, the officers state. Had the 
material ordered later come through 
on time there would have been 
practically no shortage, they say, 
but nation-wide strikes, the influenza 
epidemic as‘well as war conditions 
caused manufacturers to report an 
inability to fill orders. 

Mr. Osborne and his assistants 
were given the opportunity to ex- 
amine the letter, files of the com- 
pany to show that every effort was 
made to purchase materials and to 
hasten the delivery of materials al- 
ready ordered.
